Australia-Labour Force according to Grade of Occupation. 


Table 1 below shows the disposition, according to grade of 
occupation, of the total population available and offering for gainful occupa- 
tion in July, 1939, and June, 1947. 


Total Labour Force. The total labour force (including Defence Forces) in July, 
1939, was 3,048,600 rising to a peak of 3,354,200 about June, 1945. 


In June, 1947, the total labour force was estimated at 3,298,100. 
In addition to which there were 32,800 Trainees undergoing full-time Reconstruc= 
tion Training Course. 


Female civilians in the labour force (including unemployed ) 
numbered 677,600 in July, 1939, 766,400 in June, 1945 and havo been estimated 
at 770,600 in June, 1947. 


Occupied Civilians. In July, 1939, 2,737,700 civilians woro occupicd and 
298,000 wore unemployed. By June, 1947, however, occupied civilians are 
estimated to have reached 3,208,800, and unomployment roached a vory low level. 


Defence Forces. Total numbors in Australia's Forces at end of September, 1945, 
when general demobilisation was about to commenco, wore approximately 557,400 
males and 41,900 fomales. Numbers enlistod at 30th June, 1946, wore 132,100 
males and 11,400 femeles end at 30th Juno, 1947, 54,500 males and 950 fomales. 


Tho numbers discharged from tho Rofenco Forces during July, 1947, 
were : Males, 2,124; fomales, 185.

(i) Australia - Government, Private and Total “mployment. 


Table 2 below shows for recent months, and certain earlier periods, the 
estimated numbers of wage and salary earners in civil employment (excluding wege 
garners in Rurel Industry and Females in Private Domestic Service), dissected into 
Government and Private Employment. Theso estimates are based on Census data and are 
revised periodically as Census data become available. Current ostimates (from June, 
1945, onwards) are subject to revision. The preliminary ostimates are derived by 
use of Pay-Roll Tax returns, returns of Commonwealth Government employment and a 
small amount of supplementary data. 


Monthly Pay-Roll Tax returns are requirod to be lodged by all employers 
‘Yom more than £20 per week in wages with the following exceptions 
(a) Commonwealth Government authorities, (b) rcoligious and bonevolont institutions 
and public hospitals. 


Excluding Commonwealth Government employment, employoes in rural 
industry and female domestics in private homos, the proportions of cestimatod 
total rig pn! lc covered by Pay-Roll Tax returns ere approximately 89% of malos 
and 77% of fomales. The remainder is estimatod. 


Although general domobilisation commenced in October, 1945, and tho 
number of wage and salary oarners in civil employment (excluding rural industry, 
etc.) bogen to rise as a result, there was a temporary sot-back in Decomber, 

1945, due to the industrial dispute in the coel mining industry end rationing of 
coal, cloctricity and gas. Thereafter tho numbers in employment increased 
rapidly, slowing down only in November and December, 1946 whon industriel disputes 
and seasonal unemployment affoctod tho figures. Details of smployment in 
solected months according to industriel classes are given in Table 6. 


From June to July, 1947, tho ostimated number of wage and salary 
earners in employment (excluding Pura wago carners and fomales in private 
domestic service) incroasod by 17,800 (males, 13,500; fomalos 4,300. )  Governmont 
employment expended by 2,400 and private Sacloyaent by 15,700. For furthor 
dotails see Table 6.

(ii) Analysis of Govornmont Employmont 


Table 3, shows dotails of Governmont omploymont by States in July, 1947. 
The total incroase of 2,100 from June, 1947, to July, 1947, was spread over all 
Statos excopt Yestern Australia. Gommonwoealth Govornment employment increased by 
900, State and semi-governmont by 1,400, while Local governmont decreased by 200, 
and Australian civilians omployed by tho British Naval Authoritios romained 
unchanged.
